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WORORAINS 


Collide in New Jersey Today 


With Awful Results 


Possibly Twenty Killed and Many 


Men Injured 


Cries of the Wreck Victims Could Be Heard a Half 


—Rear End Collision on the Pennsylvania 


Road Near Trenton, N. J. 


Trenton, N. J., Oct. 17—By a rear 


end collision this morning between two 
work trains on the Belvidere division 
of the Pennsylvania 
railroad 
near 


Washington crossing, possibly twenty 
persons were killed and a large number 
injured. 


At this hour it is Impossible to es- 


timate the exact number of ftio dead. 
Sources differ as to the number of 
killed. The wreck occurred about one 
mile east of Washington's crossing at 
C'3>5 this morning. A work train, 
which departed from Trenton about 4 
o'clock was standing on the track wait- 
ing for orders and in the meantime a 
heavily loaded grave* train crashed in- 
to the rear end of the first train. All 
those killed were sitting in the con- 
stiuction car, attached to the rear of 
the work train. Those killed were 
Italians and negroes. No member of 
the crew of either train was iniured. 
The slain were horribly mangled and 
presented a fearful spectacle as they 
v,o.rv packed kno the wreck train to 
lie transported to this city. 


Heads were severed from bodies, 


arms and legs cut o5f, ana bodies cut 
in two. The injured were also badly 
cut up and their waitings and cries of 
despair and pain could be heard for 
half a mile. 


As =;ocn as the news of the wreck 


reached this crcy a relief train was "im- 


mediately despatched to the scene of 
horror with Dr. K. R. Rogers Jr., and 
Dr G. N. J. Somors. 


The dead and injured wore piled into 


this train as soon as the.awful work 
could be done and at 9:'i5 it arrived at 
the Clinton street station It is learned 
from an unofficial source at the station 
when this t rain came in that it con- 
tained eight dead and twenty injured, 
end that there vvere seven more killed 
and a dozen or so hurt at Washington's 
crossing and that these

Most of the injured were taken direct 
to St. Francis hospital.

A Grower's Opinion of the 


Island's Oranges. 


TO COMPETE IN AMEEIOAN MABKET

American Growers Arc Developing 
Many Groves In Upland Valleya. 
"Porto Rico will be the orange island 


of the world, its coffee will come to 
have the same vogue in the United 
States it one time had in Spain, and 
its people Avill be lifted out of poverty 
and ignorance." This prophecy was 
made at the St. James hotel in Wash- 
ington to a reporter for the Washing- 
ton Star by Mr. James Struthers, or- 
ange shipper and grower of Bayamon, 
Porto Kico. Mr. Struthers lived in 
Washington from 1885 to 1895, for a 
part of that time being engaged in the 
produce commission business. 


"Porto Kico," continued Mr. Struth- 


ers, "-will become a sea girt garden. 
The people there are going to find gold 
in the golden fruit, just as the people 
of Florida did and as the orange giow- 
ers of California do. Cold, which over- 
whelmed the Florida growers in 1894 
and which threatens them in the Pen- 
insula State every winter, is not feared 
in Porto Rico. The hurricane danger is 
a small one- because the orange lands 
are iu the upland valleys, wind shel- 
tered by great hills. The late hurri- 
cane in Porto Rico did greatest dam- 
age on the low sugar lands of the coast 
and along the water courses. Compari- 
son between central and southern Flor- 
ida and Porto Rico as an orange land 
is all in favor of the latter. A high 
percentage, if not a majority, of the 
American orange growers in Porto 
Rico are from Florida. 


"The orange districts of Porto Rico 


have a self evident advantage over 
southern California for the production 
of citrus fruits. Frost in Porto Rico 
is such a remote possibility that it is 
not to be considered. 
The island is 


well watered and has a bounteous rain- 
fall. It is nearer to the markets of 
the Atlantic states both in the matter 
of time and charges than California. 
It is four days' sail from San Juan to 
New York, and it is an event when a 
fruit train crosses from California to 
the Hudson river in seven days. Porto 
Rico has plenty of cheap, faithful and 
willing field labor. It is not efficient 
labor as yet, but it "will become so un- 
der American instruction and with the 
application of American field machin- 
ery and implements. 
The 'natives iu 


the interior of Porto Rico are wealc 
because they are underfed, but the 
main reason for their inefficiency is 
that there is no method in their work, 
and the only tool they know how to 
use is tbe machete. 
California's only 


conspicuous advantage over Porto Rico 
is that of daily or multidaily ship- 
ments. but as the trade of Porto Rico 
is developed the steamship companies 
will provide frequent enough sailings. 


"As to quality, the Porto Rico orange 


is as good as any ottibr. Of course, 
there are good and bad oranges in the 
Island, just as elsewhere, but I am 
sure it is a reasonable statement that 
the average orange of Porto Rico is 
superior to the average orange grown 
in any of the citrus belts of the United 
States. But the quality of an orange 
depends largely on the grower. 
He 


can, if he understands orange culture 
and has a favorable climate, make the 
kind of orange the public wants. 


"This winter there will be thousands 


of boxes of Porto Rico oranges from 
•wild trees shipped to the American 
'market, and they will sell side by side 
with the orchard fruit of California. 
Cultivated ofanges from Porto Rico 
will make a strong impression on the 
market three or five years hence. Many 
groves have been and many are being 
planted in the island, and yet the in- 
dustry has scarcely been begun. 


"The coffee of Porto Rico will soon 


make itself felt in the United States 
market. There is no better coffee in the 
world outside of Arabia than that 
grown in our island. Millions of Amer- 
icans who believe they drink coffee 
three times a day would not know cof- 
fee if it were poured out to them. Tons 
of chickory. roasted beans and peas are 
being drunk for coffee, while tbc Porto 
Rican berries go to waste. Porto Rico's 
coffee is strong in tannin, and the 
American palate will not tolerate this. 
The berry 4s shipped green to tbe Unit- 
ed States and roasted by the Ameri- 
can or; 'light' process, which does not 
remove the tannin. This astringent 
quality is overcome by tbe French or 
'dark' roasting process, and plans are 
evolving to give Porto Rican coffee 
this treatment and build up a demand 
for it in the United States by the dis- 
tribution of samples. 


"There are several thousand acres 


planted in cotton for the first time in 
twenty-fire y«irs. Tbe quality is good 
and the yield fair. With proper culti- 
vation Jt is destined to be a paying 
crop. Susnr is the money crop of the 
island. The acreage has been largely 
increased since the American occupa- 
tion. but king sngar -will have to Jake 
second place when the cultivated Porto 
Rico orange groves come into bear- 
ing."

UNIQUE SECRET ORDER 


Customs and Origin of the 


Society of Cepbalists. 


THEIR ONLT DUES PAID AT DEATH 


Bach of tlie Poor Hundred and 


Twelve Tlioimoud Mcmurr* Ccd*» 
111* Skull to the Society—Dnn<|»et» 
Arc Held Amid GrciVHonac llellc* Of 
Friend*—Clrelen Are llelnR Formed 
tlic World O*er. 
Many versions, mostly fanciful, con- 


cerning the secret society of Cephalists 
have been published, but tbe truth far 
exceeds in interest the uncanny tales 
all have read, says the New York 
American. 


The Cephalists number 412,000, ac- 


cording to the general secretary and 
founder, Mas Schioff, a prominent 
architect of Bay Kidge, Brooklyn. 


Starting with the idea that the mem- 


bership be cemented with a pact devis- 
ing the skulls of all to the society, the 
original thirteen have added to their 
number until the bnlf million mark is 
in sight The Cephalists have no lodge 
rooms and pay no fees or dues save the 
one paid after death, the skull. Each 
member signs tbe following pact: 


I hereby redeem my promise and cede 


my skull to the above (Cephaliat) fra- 
ternity. 


The members are mostly free think- 


ers, men who feel no qualms over as- 
sociation with the skulls of their for- 
mer associates. Each year or oftener, 
as occasion offers, they sit down to a 
banquet iu front of rows of skulls of 
the departed, each labeled across tbe 
frontal bone with the name of the 
owner. 


No. 1 is the skull of L. G. Krueder, 


who was one of the original thirteen 
and held the office of Diogenes. The 
original society was like a Portuguese 
company, all officers save one. The of- 
ficers were fancifully 
named from 


president down to Buddha, Vishnu, 
Confucius, Brahma, Faustus, Ammon, 
Diogenes, Ganymede, Giganticus, Osi- 
ris, Vosnius 
and. Aristoteles. 
Mr. 


Schroff was Faustus. or secretary. 


The secretary, who is the planet 


about whom all the lesser lights swing, 
conceived the weird idea of the society 
in the sixties through an odd experi- 
ence. 
He formed one of a party of 


students of the University of Stuttgart 
who in 1863 undertook the exploration 
of the Nile. 


Among the party was Homer Clarke, 


a young American, son of former Gov- 
ernor Clarke of Ohio, who sickened un- 
der the fierce sun of the desert and fell 
dead from the back of bis camel. The 
body was temporarily buried in the 
sands. The party continued its explo- 
ration to the third cataract and, re- 
turning, exhumed the body. It was 
found impossible to transport the re- 
mains; still Mr. Scbroff was unwilling 
to permit his friend's remains to rest 
in the sands. 
» 


"I pondered a long time," says Mr. 


Schroff. "I had always believed that 
the seat of dignity in man rested in the 
skull; so I decapitated my friend and 
took tbe head home with me. At first 
I intended sending it to his father, but 
friends restrained 
me, 
representing

prosperity, seems to have slipped a 
cog somewhere. He has said on the 
stump that, if the voters of Ohio re- 
fused to send him back to the United 
States senate, half the men in th« 
country would be thrown out of work. 
As'a calamity howler Uncle Mark 
Sprung into national fame. 


But somehow he has missed his cal- 


culations, lit his speeches, early in 
the campaign, he talked of the busy 
railroads as an indication o£ Repub- 
lican prosperity. 


Now in the midst of Hanna's rosy 


dream of present bliss and athwart 
his black picture "of dire disaster in 
case of Mark Hanna's defeat, comes 
announcements from the Vanderbilt 
railroads and the Brie railroad of the 
proposed discharge of 15 per cent oi 
the roads' employes. 


Employes of all the railroad lines 


entering Ohio are concerned over the 
orders that have gone out for the dis 
cnarge of thousands of men employed 
on the Vanderbilt system. They fear 
that similar action will be taken by 
the other companies. 


That such will be the ease is the pre- 


diction of an official at the New York 
headquarters of the Vanderbills. 


"Every railroad 
in 
the^ United 


States," he said, "will be compelled to 
follow our example. There can. be no 
other solution of the problem that con- 
fronts us. Business has fallen off 20 
per cent within a few months. To 
continue its present force of workmen 
would mean certain bankruptcy to any 
railroad." 


A New York official says that the 


order will deprive 2.500 employes on 
the Vanderbilt railroads of jobs. Other 
estimates place the number of men 
to be affected at nearly 4,000. Further 
reductions are to 
be made in the 


spring if the situation does not im- 
prove, it is said. 


Reports froni various points on the 


Vanderbilt system show that the axe 
is already in action. Several men lost 
their jobs at the car shops of the Lake 
Erie & Western, at Lima. 
Similar 


action will be taken at all points and 
the men most affected will be those 
employed in the workshops and round- 
bouses. 


All of which goes to show that pol- 


itics has mighty little to do with rail- 
roads, and also that Hanna's election 
isn't quite the most important event 
In the world's history.

His Railroad is Worth Half a Million 


Dollars, But Pays Taxes on Onl; 
$19,000—Interested in Steam Rail 
roads, He Can Be Depended Upon 
If Elected, to Perpetuate Preaen 
Unjust System. 


The ,steam railroads in Ohio escap< 


more than four and a half million dol 
lars in taxes every year. This means 
you have to pay that much more taxes 
than you would if the steam railroads 
paid on the same basis that you pay 
The steam railroads pay taxes on 
from 10 to 20 per cent of the value o: 
their property, while you, Mr. Farmer 
and Small Home Owner, pay on from 
60 to 80 per cent of the value of your 
property. 


Notwithstanding these facts, the 


Republican leaders nominated a. man 
for governor who is financially inter- 
ested in steam railroads and 
stree 


railroads, and whose attitude towarc 
"Just Taxation" is best shown by the 
following^ incident: 


On May 14, 1901, Mayor Johnson 


sought to have the Cleveland 
Belt 


Line and Terminal railroad placed on 
the tax duplicate at a tair valuation 
The Republican candidate for gover- 
nor was the receiver then, and is now 
a large owner in the road. This rail- 
road lies entirely in Cuyahoga county. 
Both men appeared belore the county 
auditor in a public hearing. The rail- 
road was returned for taxation at $19,- 
000. 
Here is the dialogue: 


Mayor Johnson—What was paid for 


this railroad? 


Mr. Herrick—I don't remember. 
Mr. Johnson—It carries $900,000 in 


bonds. Upon what basis? 


Mr. Herrick—I don't remember. 
Mr. Johnson—Then I'll ask your 


auditor. What was it, Mr. Dowland? 


Mr. Dowland—I 
know 
nothing 


about it. 
. Mr. Johnson—I though that would 
be your answer. Now, I'll tell you. 
This road was sold for about $400,000. 
You remember, Mr. Herrick, how you 
and I tried to buy it about five years 
ago for $500,000, and we thought that 
was dirt cheap. Isn't that right? 


(Colonel Herrick did not answer.) 
Mr. Johnsons-Well, it 
certainly 


hasn't depreciated, has it? 


Colonel Herrick—It isn't earning 


anything. 


Mr. Johnson—Well, the law says 


that the property shall be assessed 
for what it is worth, not for what it 
is earning. It is'worth just what it 
Will sell for. A man's home doesn't 
earn anything, but he has to pay taxes 
on it. I submit the estimates of ex- 
perts 
showing that the trestles, 


bridges, rails and real estate of this 
road, aside from its franchise and 
rolling stock, are worth at the very 
least $260,000. Now, we demand that 
the road be assessed at 60 per cent 
of its value, just as you assess farms 
and homes. If you assess it at $19,000, 
as this railroad dsks' you to do, you 
are taking money out of the pockets 
of the people and putting it into the 
pockets of the railroad, just as much 
as though you went out on the street 
with a club and robbed a man. 


Assistant Manager Taussig of the 


railroad interrupted to say: "You 
wouldn't buy this for what you claim 
it was sold for—$400,000.00." 


Mr. Johnson—Yes, I will. 
Mr. Taussig—That's a bluff. 
Mr. Johnson—That's a bluff? I'll 


make a big cash deposit right here 
and take this road for $400,000. 


"All this talk is nonsense and poli- 


tics," said the railroad's attorney, Mr. 
Duncan. 


"Politics!" cried the 
mayor. "Of 


course it is politics! It is that kind 
of politics in which all the people— 
Democrats and Republicans—are in 
sympathy. They want to see these 
railroads pay their just share of the 
taxes. We present figures and facts, 
and we challenge you to refute them. 
You don't try. You can't You run 
awar." 


(And the railroad went on the dupli- 


cate for only $19,000-)

told that 
$84,837,483.56 of the 


building association mortgages in 
this state are untaxed. Is that 


true? 


Lawyer Thorndike—The building 


association report of the state of Ohio 
for 1902 sh»vvs this sum to be the ag- 
gregate of mortgages taken by build- 
ing associations in the state, and not 
one dollar of the same is taxed in 
Ohio. Moreover, there is $8,791,903.52 
of loans by these building associations, 
other than mortgages, in the same fe- 
port which is also untaxed. 
This 


omission from taxation is sanctioned 
by law, Section 3,836-7 R. S., which ex- 
pressly provides that shares and loan 
advanced to its members shall be ex- 
empted frora taxation, and that'paid- 
np shares should be treated as credits, 
which the members should return for 
taxation, ^individually. 


Farmer Perkins—I thought-the cou- 


Btitution of Ohio'of '1851 provided-that 
all-private property-in the state-bhoUld 
be^ taxed, except $2(TO in 
personal 


property, which the legislature might 
exempt. 


.Lawyer Thorndike-^Tne constitu- 


tion, Article XII, Section 2, requires 
that laws shall be passed taxing, by 
a uniform rule, all moneys, credits or 
Investments of any kind, and all real 
and personal property, except $200, 
which the legislature might exempt. 
Building association mortgages come 
clearly under the class of credits. 


The credits returned in Ohio in 1902 


are $80,028,411. The owners of these 
are paying two or three per cent, taxes 
on them, while the owners of $84,837,- 
483.56 of building association mort- 
gages are paying no taxes at all. 


Farmer Perkins—Has there been no 


attempt In the courts to compel these 
building associations' mortgages to be 
taxed according to the constitution?

They 
are the poor man's resources, and any 
attempt to tax these mortgages would 
result in the adoption of a constitu- 
tional amendment on taxation, like 
that now pending before the people, 
and under which the present exemp- 
tion would be legalized. So long"as 
the odious tax inquisitor law disgraces 
the state of Ohio, so long will the tax' 
Inquisitor select his victims to attract 
as little publicity as possible, and- 
when he has one contest with a vic- 
tim he will have twenty settlements 
of which the public will never be ad- 
vised.

credits, in-Ohio in 1902, of -which 
$80,028,411 were returned for taxation, 
or a trifle over 14 per cent. Of the en- 
tire sum over £92,000,000 were exempt- 
ed by the stale, and its good citizens, 
not to be outdone by generosity, ex- 
empted over $370,000,000 more, or, to 
be exact arout it. $370,150,882.37, and 
this under a constitution which re- 
quires all credits to be taxed and ex- 
empts noje whatever. 


The orportunities for tax evasion or 


tax dod-^ing under the present consti- 
tution are boundless, and those who 
advocr.te the retention of its provis- 
ions 'ay themselves open to the sus- 
picion of advocating it for the pur- 
poses -of the evasions which can 
be made under it. We ought to 
change the organic law, so that build- 
ing association mortgages, and other 
mortgages and credits and moneys 


n be lawfully exempted from taxa- 


tion, instead of unlawfully exempted, 
as now. 


In Franklin county there were in 


1902 
six national-and thirteen state 


banks. The assets of these banks were - 
$32.092,884.84. 
There were eighteen 


building associations in 1902 in Frank- 
lin county, and their combined assets 
were $6,669.253.36, or over 21 per cent 
of the assets of the banks. 


The bank capital in Franklin county 


returned for taxation in 1902 was $3,- 
967,390. If the building associations 
had been assessed at the same rate 
they would have been assessed at 
$64.415.19. As it is, they were not 
assessed at all. 


The tax rate in Franklin county In 


1902 
was ?2.7S on the $100. and the 


tax on the banks for that year was 
SS5.273.34. Had the building associa- 
tions paid taxes in the same ratio as 
the banks, they would in 1902 have 
paid as taxes to Franklin county $16,- 
907.42. whereas they paid nothing; 


Under the taxation amendment if 


adopted, their business would either 
be taxed as units, in the case of each 
building association, or would be 
legally and properly exempted, as a 
matter of public policy- 


The illustration as to Franklin 


county is good for every county in the 
state. 


The Legislatnre of Ohio deliberately 


and intentionally exempted the build- 
ing association mortgages from taxa- 
tion, on the pretended theory tbat the 
stockholders of the association would 
return their stocks for taxation, when 
they do not, and when the legislature 
knew they would not. Hence the state 
It&elf became a paity to the evasion 
and nullification of the constitution. 
Would it not fee more honest and hon- 
orable to adopt the taxation amend- 
ment and legally exempt * -ilding asso- 
ciation mortgcr-s from taxation?

Many Mc» Gathers Mn»»el Sheila 


From River Befl at Grnrville, OK 
The gathering of mussel shells along 


the Wabash liver is quite an industry 
this season at Grayville, I1L, says the 
St Louis Republic. Se^eiaf hundred 
>nen are at work along Jfhe stream 
gathering the shells, which are sold to 
the pearl button factories. There, is 
good money in the work, as a man can 
gather a ton a day, nettyjg him $8 for 
his work. There are said to be about 
twenty different varieties in the river, 
but not all are good for buttons. _At 
least the bnyers are refusing some of 
the shells which are called culls. 


Two shell buyers are at Grayville 


buying shells, which are shipped to 
pearl button factories in Iowa and Ar- 
kansas. The price paid for a ton of 
shells is §8 on the river bank or $10 
loaded in the car. Several car loads 
Lave already been shipped from Gray- 
ville, and the industry has just begun. 
Shell men say that there will be a sup- 
ply of shells in the river for three 
years or more. This is the first time 
that the stream has been worked, and 
there are said to be some very large 
beds In the river. One bed south of 
Grayville some miles is said to be two 
miles long and fifteen feet deep. 


In addition to the gathering of the 


shells the diggers can frequently make 
some money on the side by the sale of 
a pearls Only a few good pearls have 
j>s yet been found, but quite a number 
of slugs hare been pocketed by the 
pearlers. The slugs can also be dis- 
posed of, but the price is very low com- 
pared to the price of pearls. The work 
will be kept up all fall until the river 
freezes up. Shell men predict that by 
next spring there will be from 3,000 to 
5.000 men at work along the river 
gathering shells.

A large assemblage sat m utter dark- 


ness for more than an hour the other 
evening at the Museum oi Natural Ilis- 
tory, m New York, aud among other 
incidents watclied'the lluorebceuce and 
phosphorescence imparted to a lifteeii 
carat diamond by 127 milligrams (or 
1-2300 an ouuce) of radium. 


The exhibition was so marvelous as 


almost to be incredible, but every 
statement that has been made abioad 
regarding the properties of the new 
metal was confirmed, sajs the New 
York American. 


Prior to covering the lights the small 


tube containing the radium was passed 
around the hall for inspection, but it 
never left the^ hands of George F. 
Kuntz, the exp'ert of the Tiffany com- 
pany, who gave thfe exhibition. One 
reason was that radium is highly dan- 
gerous; 'another that it is very costly. 


The specimen ahowu -^as of 300,000 


activity, the most potent yet seen in 
the United States, although a much 
higher grade will* undoubtedly be pro- 
duced 
The feeling of danger inspired 


was of that indefinite character that 
may •well be described as "uncanny." 
Nobody present at the museum could 
gauge radium's distinctive powers, but 
enough, of the mineral \\as at hand to 
convert the museum building into dust 


Radium is separated from uracium; 


from many tons only a mere tiace. 
Twenty-fne hundred tons (3,000,000 
pounds) must be refined to secuie one 
pound of radium. Its cost, §4,200,000

The incident of the night was the dis- 


play of the 'effect of ladium upon 
white and blue diamonds Then Pro- 
fessor Kuntz announced that he was 
about Jo produce* from a box a fifteen 
carat Brazilian damond. The diamond 
had no luminosity on the dark wben 
held aloft, but as soon as the radium 
tube was placed behind it the gem 
took on a pale steel -white glow, the in- 
tensity of which increased to a fixed, 
degree.

Professor Kuntz then* inclosed the 


glass containing thejradium in a rub- 
ber pipe—same effeqf 
This combina- 


tion was then dropped,into a section of 
lead pipe—no change in result. Again 
the radium,, glass, rubber and lead 
were sealed in a brass tube with a 
screw top—the big white diamond 
glowed as before. 


Then came the supreme test. The 


diamond was held, fai from the radium 
until its phosphorescence had melted 
away. Meanwhile the brass tube and 
its contents were submerged in a jar 
of water. Kour inches of wooden 
blocks were placed before it on a ped- 
estal and the white diamond hung over 
the wood, facing the assembly. These 
preparations were made in the small 
luminous field of a portable electric 
lamp. 


After the extinction of the electric 


bulb a pole white luminous spot began 
to develop at the front of the wooden 
blocks. In a few seconds it glowed like 
a firefly, and in a quarter of a minute 
It literally sparkled 


Professor Kuntz announced that tho 


specimen of costlj metal had been pre- 
sented to the Academy of Natural Sci- 
ences, belonging to the museum, by 
Edward D. Ellis of New York city.

Moses saw burst into flame at his ap- 
proach and blaze for some time with- 
out being consumed Extraordinary to 
state, the plan1- at Kew, which giows 
to the height of five or six feet, posses- 
ses the lemarkable property of exhal- 
ing an inflammable gas from its flow- 
ers, ^hieh. on being approached by a 
light, takes fire and burns brightly for

NEW TWO CENT STAMP. 


FLOURMAKERS OT NEARLY ALL OF MINNEAPOLIS' GREAT FLOUR 


MILLS ARE CONDUCTING A DIG NIFIED STRIKE FOR EIGHT HOURS 


Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 17. — The 


strike in the Minneapolis flcur nulls 
s probably watched with greater in- 
terest than any of the other labor 
troubles agitating- the countrj.- Little 
alarm need be felt, bov, ever, as to the 
bread supply, although the minenapolis 
mills furnish so much of the fold's 
flour. This is due ^argely to the fact 
thac the European 'hemand for Amer- 
ican flour the past summer haj not 
been urgent, and cqivseqeuntly the sup- 
ply ready for consumption is sufficient 
for domestic need?.'. 
\ 


No stuke in whfcli every move o f j 


the opposing forces' was so vigilantly I 
contested, and each.side so bitterlv de-1 
termined not tu b^'tae aoser, has ever, 
been carried on, wUhtsuch perfect obed- 
ience to Jaw and ordpr. The strike be 
gan September 24, and since then, al- 
though both rules -have resorted to 
the usual measures, including tUo im- 
portation of m<-n by the employers, no 
act of violence has been committed, nor 
even a threat made The employers ad- 
vertise for rner. to come to the city, 
Ihe employes for them to stay away. 
The employer:* endeavor to smuggle 
men in; the striker.; confine all ineas 
ures to prevent it ro efforts to reach 
the men >n time to rrevent their enter- 
ing the/mills by peaceable argument. 


The situation 
has not essentially 


changed since the beginning of the 


strike. All but two or three of the 
mills were then shut down. No mill 
has since been run at anytning like 
its usual capacity. 


There are 22 flour mills in Minneap- 


olis, with a maximum capacity daily 
ot 78,415 barrels of Hour. The Pills- 
bury "A" mill is the largest in the 
woild, its maximum daily capacity be- 
ing 14,000 barrels. It uses both steam 
and v/ater power, as do IS others. Two 
use steam exclusively and one water 
exclusively. 
The ^ater power is, in 


every ca&c, furnished by the Missis- 
sippi river. 


The total output of the Minneapolis 


olis flour mil's grew from 9,500,554 
barrels in the crop year 1S9J-1S92, tc 
3 5,802,270 in the crop year 1901-1902, 
10 years later. In the last calendar 
year Minneapolis mills produced 16,- 
200.105 barrels of flour, for which they 
ground ] 47,020.000 bushels of wheat.

The number of men 
who went out on strike is 1750. The 
objects of the strikers are to secure 
an eight-hour daj at $2 per day for 
flour loaders and the same pay as 
male packers are now receiving for 
girls thus employed.

InKtou on a Shield. 


Postmaster General 1'nyne has ap- 


proved a new design for u two cent 
postage stuuip which will succeed the 
"flag" stuuip which hns been In use for 
about six mouths and \\liic-h has been 
greatly criticised by the press and crit- 
ics and stamp collectors. 


The new design contains the portrait 


of Washington, of tho Stuart type, sim- 
ilar in a general way to the portrait 
upon the stamp now In uso. says the 
Washington Star. The frame or back- 
ground of the dp^ign Is a shield, the 
Jo-^'er portion of which has been flat- 
tened so as to permit its conforming to 
tlie outlines of the stamp. 


The upper third of the design com- 


prises the blue field with stars in 
white. Instead of thirteen stars there 
are only four fully visible, although 
three points of as many stars may bo 
Been peeping out from behind the let- 
ters "United States of America." The 
blue field is cut off by means of a hori- 
zontal line about the top of Washing- 
ton's head, and the vertical bars, three 
on either side, shaded so as to depict 
red and white, comprise the remainder 
of the design. 


The name of Washington, dates of 


birth and death, and the value in let- 
ters appears very similar to that in the 
current stamp. The distinguishing fea- 
tures of difference in the present stamp 
and the new design He in the improved 
photo of Washington and the abandon- 
ment of the flags and substitution of a 
great shield therefor.

One Victim, Ccorgrt- I/ynch Says, Had 


His Legs Broken to Malce Ilini Re- 
veal Hiding Plae-£ of Arms and 
Bombs—Women Forced tof Flee to 
tbe Forests and C&ildrea Starved. 
"There is no question that the Turks 


have been practicing brutalities upon 
the Christians in Dubnitza,"s says 
George Lynch in a recent spceial'cable- 
gram from Monastir in Macedonia" to 
tbe St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


"I saw hundreds of refugees who had 


fled from tbe destroying Turk. I visit- 
ed a hut occupied by tbe remnant of 
a family. On entering I heard tbe 
wailing cry of-a suffering chrid. A wS- 
man seated _pn the floor, was Ijusyt 
stemming tobacco. Two children-were 
crouching near ber, oiie a pretty child 
of four and tbe other younger. The .Wfc, 
ter was wailing. I have neve* ^afini a 
more pitiful bit of humanity. She was 
simply a living skeleton.^ Her legs 
were like pipe stems. Her little hands 
were like bird claws, crooked -and help- 
less, like those of a dead bird. 


"The mother told me ber story. She 


said their village bad been burned by 
Turks and ber husband slaughtered. 
She and her children escaped and fled. 
For five weeks she and her children 
hid in the forest, and, although her 
village was not far from the frontier, 
it took her five weeks to reach the fron- 
tier and safety. The child became ill 
from starvation and eating roots. I 
saw ether refugees. All told me the 
same story. I had a long talk with a 
woman who had a baby in arms. She 
said the Turks bad begun to outrage 
the women of ber village. Then all tbe 
young women fled from tbe village dur- 
ing the night. The Turks Hogged the 
men who remained for revenge. 


"I interviewed a group of men refu- 


gees. They" were apparently simple 
peasants. All of the group of thirteen 
except one had been beaten only a few 
days -ago. He stripped and showed me 
the marks of punishment. It was a 
terrible exhibition. I asked the men 
for what reason they were given the 
flogging. Tbey said tbe reason given 
by the Turks was tojnake them tell 
where bombs and jarias were hidden. 
The men said if they left tbe villages 
temporarily to avoid flogging their wo- 
men were outraged- If they attempt, 
to escape while being flogged sentries 
shoot them down. One man bad bis 
legs broken to compel bim to tell about 
alleged buried arms. 


"This was tbe Turks' method of tor- 


ture: Being pinioned, he was forced to 
kneel down. 
A long piece of timber 


•was placed under his shins and another 
behind his calves. The ends of both 
were securely lashed. 
Men stood on 


the timbers thus formed. Then two 
Turks bent his body back, throwing 
their entire weight on bis chest until, 
after terrible agony, his legs snapped. 
I made him strip to verify his tale. It 
was borribly obvious. There was no 
exaggeration about it 
Another refu- 


gee had liis arm broken. Another told 
me he bad been tied naked to a tree 
twenty-four hours, while his wife- was 
carried away onder liis eyes by bashl- 
bazouks. Io a simple, wistful way, as 
If L being a stranger, might have good 
news, tbcy asked, 'Do you think the 
Russians -will come sssdn to lylp us? 


"It makes any man's blood boil to see 


that the only interference of the pow- 
ers !s to 3<*ctnre and threaten Bulga- 
rians who had brlped their brothers. 
How lone. O Jxm3, bow long, before 
the justice and pity of the civilized 
•world will find voice in action?"

Three years ago there was ranch 


llarm over the organization of trusts. 
Today this alarm is transferred to the 
organization of labor. 


Yet there is a difference between the 


two organizations. The prices of com- 
modities rose earlier and went higher 
than the wages of labor. Dun's "index 
number" shows that the general level 
of prices rose 40 per cent from July, 
1897, to November, 1901, and has been 
nearly stationary for a year and a half. 
But there are very few unions that 
have secured an advance as high as 40 
per cent. The bituminous mine work- 
ers, the longshoremen, the housesmiths 
—unions of practically unskilled labor— 
have made advances of 40-per cent to 
100 per cent, but anthracite mine work- 
ers, street railway employees and the 
skilled trades generally have advanced 
only 10 per cent to 30 per cent. Rail- 
way net earnings per'mile of line in- 
creased 50 per cent from 1807 to 1902, 
but it required another year for rail- 
way wages to reach their increase of 
15 per cent to 20 per cent 


While the wage earner has gained in 


two ways—increase in rate of wages 
and increase in amount of employment 
—the capitalist has also gained in two 
ways—increase in prices and increase 
in amount of production. If the wage 
earner works a larger number of days 
the employer gets a larger output. So 
that, with prices 40 per cent higher 
and wages 20 per cent higher, tho 
wage earner's share of the increased 
production is less than his share of tlie 
smaller production. His command of 
comforts has increased, but the profits 
and rents from investments have in- 
creased still more. 


The precession of prices and wages is 


characteristic of all periods of prosperi- 
ty in all countries, but it is especially 
marked in the T'n'.ted States, where! 
the tariff protects prices from foreign ; 
competition, while free immigration ad- 
mits foreign workmen as competitors

fluence to effect in the slightest degree 
the friendship and confidence existing 
between the premier and myself. To 
my friends and supporters in tbe great 
struggle on which I have entered I 
say: Give no encouragement to mean 
or libelous insinuations, for in no con- 
ceivable circumstances -will 1 allow 
myself to be put in any sort of com- 
petition, direct or indirect, with my 
friend and leader. 


"I have invited discussion upon a 


question peculiarly within my prov- 
ince owing to my past life and the 
office I so recently held. Taking up tbe 
position of a pioneer, I go in front of 
tha army. If the army is attacked, I 
will return to it. I am always an op- 
timist It is possible that the nation 
may be prepared to go further than 
the official programme. I now ask the 
question. Is it so prepared? 
Great 


Britain in the past has placed a great 
part in the world's history. I desire ber 
to continue and see the realization of 
the great ideal of an empire such as 
the world has nc\er seen. If that is to 
be attained, this matter should be treat- 
ed on its merits without any personal 
feeling or bitterness and -without en- 
tering on questions of purely party 
controversy." 


The former colonial secretary allud- 


ed to the recent visit he paid to Ven- 
ice, when he found tl»c campanile, 
•which had stood for centuries and 
•which, wben he previously visited Ven- 
ice seenjed as permanent as the city 
itself, now a mass of rains. Hc con- 
tinued: 


"I do not say that I anticipate such 


a fate for tlie Bri5i<sh empire, but I do 
say tlj.it I sw sicus of decay, cmcks 
nnd crevioes show ins that tbe founda- 
tions are not broad and deep er.ough 
to sustain it

"On tlic other hand, the piolcctec 


countries which, jou lia\e been tok 
and I in^sclf one time bclic\ed. were 
going lapidly to wieck and lum have 
piogiessed infinite)} better in propor 
tiou than owbehea, and instead of, as 
Cobdcii believed, our remaining the 
workshop for tbe w orld we are sending 
less and less of our manufactures 
abroad, -while tbe protected countries 
are sending more and mote of their 
manufactures heie. Thus our manu- 
factured cxpoits fiom £110.000,000 In 
1872 1me giadually dwindled to £73,- 
000,000 in VM'i to tbe protected coun- 
tries of Europe and the United States, 


"In tbe same period our exports to 


nonmanufacturmg countries like Egypt, 
China and South America have prac- 
tically remained unchanged. This loss 
of trade to the protected countries has 
not boon noticed hitheito because dur- 
ing the same period our exports to the 
British colonies have incieased in ratio 
to countei balance this loss and are 
now more \aluable than our trade with 
the whole of Em ope and the United 
States together. Our colonial trade, in 
fact, is the most rapidly increasing, im- 
portant aud valuable of all our trade. 
Mcanxv bile foreign exports to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom have risen from £63,000,- 
000 in 1S72 to £149,000,000 m 1002. 
do not comment on that, but when I 
am told that we ought to hold the same 
opinions as our ancestors I reply that 
we should if tbe circumstances remain- 
ed the same. 


"I have made these figures clear. It 


is plain that our imperial tiade is es- 
sential to OUL piosperity. If it declines 
or fails to mciease in proportion to our 
population and to tbe loss of our for- 
eign tiade then we shall sink into a 
fifth rate nation. We ha\e icached our 
bis-best point, and I am not certain but 
that some of my opponents regaid that 
w^rth absolute complacency. I have the 
misfortune to be an optimist I do not 
believe m the betting of the British 
star, but then I do not believe in tbe 
folly of the Butish people 
I trust 


them and trust the working classes. I 
have confidence that they who are our 
masters, electorally speaking, will have 
tbe intelligence to see that they must 
wake up, that they must meet the new 
conditions with an altogether new pol- 
icy. 


"Have you ever considered why Can- 


ada takes a so much larger amount per 
head of British manufactures than tbe 
United States, Australasia thrice as 
much as Canada and South Afuca 
moie than Australasia? These are all 
protective countries. I see that some of 
our labor leaders are persuading the 
workmen to maintain the system of 
free imports. I undertake to say that 
not one of them could visit the colonies 
for six months without singing a dif- 
ferent tune. The vast majority of the 
workmen in the colonies are protec- 
tionists, and I am disinclined to accept 
the easy explanation that they are all 
fools. I fail to nuclei stand why a man 
who is intelligent here becomes an 
idiot when be goes to Australasia. He 
does, however, get rid of a number of 
old world-prejudices and superstitions. 


"Now, what is the history of protec- 


tion? First, there is tariff and no in- 
dustries. Then gradually primary in- 
dustries for waich the country has nat- 
ural facilities grow up behind the tar- 
iff wall. 
Then, secondly, industries 


spring up—first of necessaries, then of 
luxuries, until at last all the ground 
is covered. 


;'The countries to which I have re- 


ferred are in different stages of tbe 
protective process. 
In tbe United 


States the process is completed. She 
produces everything and excludes ev- 
erything. There is no trade to be done 
with her for a paltry C shillings a head. 
Canada has been protective a long 
time. 
The principal industries are 


there, and you can never get rid of 
them, but the secondary 
industries 


liave not yet been created, and there is 
an immense trade still open to you to 
maintain and increase. Australasia is 
less developed and takes more than 
'anada. In the Cape there are prac- 
tically no industnes. 


We can intervene now, but it is 


doubtful whether we could intervene 
twenty years hence. We can say to 
our great colonies: We understand your 
views and aspirations aud do not de- 
sire to dictate, or think ourselves su- 
perior to you; we recognize your right 
to develop your industries so as not to 
be dependent on foreign supplies, but 
there are many tbmgs you do not know 
how to make for which we have a 
great capacity of production; leave 
them to us, do not increase the tariff 
walls against us. let us exchange -with 
you for your productions. Do it be- 
cause we are kinsmen, because it is 
good for the empire as a whole and 
because we have taken the first step 
and set you the example. We offer 
you a preference; we rely upon your 
patriotism and your affection that we 
shall not be losers thereby. 


"Suppose we bad made such an offer 


to tee United States and Germany tea 
or twenty years ago: do you suppose 
that we should not have been able to 
retain a great deal of what we have 
now lost and cannot recover? I wsli 
give you an illustration. America is 
the strictest of protective nations. It 
l)a« a tariff which to roe is an abomi- 
nation, it is so immoderate, unreason- 
able and unnecessary, and although 
America has profited onnrmoiKly I 
thin* it has been carried to excessive 
lengths, and I believe that a jrre.it 
number of inMJijrent American* would 
plfldly uepotinte with ns for 3t« reduc- 
tion. Ilut until very recent time1! even 
Oils immoderate tariff left ns the srreat 
tin plme trade, nmountinc to nu)Ii-ms 
of pounds per annum, and which we 


might have kept If we had given tome 
reciprocal advantage. It would not 
have been worth America's while to 
put a duty upon an article for which 
it bud no particular use or special apti- 
tude. 


"If we had made some such conces- 


sions to Germany we should still have 
been exporting to that country innny 
articles tbe nuarkc't for which la now- 
closed to us 
Were \\ e to lose the colo- 


nial aa we have lost our foreign trade 
we should have an hod at the parting 
of the wuj s. If the opp6rtunity h not 
seized now it will not recur. Canada 
will fall to the level of the United 
States, Australia to the level of Can- 
ada and South Africa to tbe level of 
Australia, and that would be tbe be- 
ginning of a gencial decline which 
would rob us of our most important 
trade." 


Mr. Chamberlain said be believed 


that the colonies are prepared to meet 
us in return for a very moderate pref- 
erence. 
They would reserve to us the 


trade we abeady enjoy and would also 
arrange their tariffs in the future in 
order not to start industries in compe- 
tion with those already in •existence 
in the mother country, and not only 
would they enable us to retain our 
trade with them, but they would give 
us, preference on all trade done with 
them by our fotjeigu competitors. 


Tbe colonial trade thus secured, said 


tbe speaker, would be sufficient to af- 
ford employment to G15.000 workmen 
at 30 sbilbngs a week and, calculating 
their families, to give subsistence to 
3,075,000 persons. That had been call- 
ed a squalid argument; therefore he 
appealed on tbe higher ground that 
the privileges of empire brought with 
them great responsibilities. 
He bad 


spoken with many colonists who be- 
lievad that the pieseiit colonial rela- 
tions could not be permanent. They 
must either be drawn closer together 
or they would drift apart, an opinion 
shared by Lord Rosebeiy, a statesman 
•whose instincts were always right, 
though bis actions often lagged behind 
his instincts 


He believed that it was only by a 


commercial union and reciprocal pref- 
erence that they could lay the founda- 
tions of a federation of the empire, to 
which they all looked as a brilliant pos- 
sibility. He wished lo repeat explicitly 
that be did not wish to <ax raw mate- 
rials used in British manufactures. 
Therefore it was evident that if they 
wanted to prevent separation there 
must be a preferential tax on food. 
That was the great cry of bis oppo- 
nents, and it was true, but it was only 
half the truth, because those opponents 
forgot to add his explanation that noth- 
ing he proposed would add one farthing 
to the cost of living of any working- 
man or of any family in the country. 


With regard to his plan he would 


state it briefly. He pioposed to put a 
low duty, not exceeding 2 shillings a 
quarter, on foreign corn, but none on 
corn from the British possessions. He 
proposed no tax on maize, partly Jje- 
cause it formed tbe food of some of 
the very poorest among the population 
and partly because it was raw material 
as feeding stuff. He proposed a corre- 
sponding tax on flour, and he would 
give special preference to the miller, 
with the object of re-establishing one 
of Britain's ancient industries and of 
preventing a rush from the country to 
the town and also of placing corn, offal 
and feeding stuffs more cheaply within 
the possession of the farmer. 


A small tar of about t> per cent on 


foreign meat and dairy produce would 
be imposed, excluding bacon, which 
was the food of so many of the poorest 
population. 
Lastly, he proposed to 


give a substantial preference to the 
colonies on wines and fruits. 


Against these Increases he proposed 


some great remissions. He proposed to 
take oS three-quarters of tbe duty on 
tea, half the duty on sugar, with cor- 
responding reductions on cocoa and 
coffee. The net result of these imposi- 
tions and remissions would be that the 
town artisan's food would, according 
to the most elaborate calculation, cost 
him twopence halfpenny less a week 
than'it did at present, while that of the 
agricultural laborer would cost him 
twopence less; but if, as be believed, 
a great part of the tax on food would 
be paid by the foreigner, there would 
i>e a reduction in the cost of food both 
for the artisan and the agricultural 
laborer. 


The loss to the exchequer be estimat- 


ed at £2.800,000. but that and more he 
proposed to Gnd in another branch of 
the policy of fiscal reform which'was 
sometimes called retaliation and some- 
times reciprocity. He hoped, for one 
thing, that tbe other countries would 
reduce their duties so that worse things 
might not come upon them, but be 
jbought that Great Britain would also 
javc to raise hers. A moderate duty of 
10 per cent in manufactured goods, 
varying according to the amount of la- 
H>r in them, would give to the ex- 
chequer £9,000.000 a year, and if he 
were chancellor of the exchequer be 
would make use cf that sum for tbe 
remission of taxation. 


The question was. What would the

GOMPERS GIVES THE PANIC STRICKEN 


A QUI5T LITTLJE TALK. 


goeletr and Banlnei* Have 


to Fear From Labor Union*—Labor 
I* JVot Infallible, but It Measure* 
Up Well Wltli tbe Other Side. 
"If we are to believe certain newspa- 


pers and some panic stricken business 
men a terrible crisis confronts tbe 
country," states President Gompers of 
tbe American Federation of Labor In 
discussing the alleged false alarms 
about organized labor. "Disaster threat- 
ens us. Our prosperity is at an end. 
Industry may as well be suspended 
and capital locked up in vaults," con- 
tinues the labor leader. "Unless we do 
this, that or the other thing, say- the 
solemn and Aviso men, including pro- 
fessors of geology and astronomy, a 
revolution or civil war is unavoidable. 


"Now, what has happened? Why do 


the prophets of woe and evil rage so 
furiously? What is tbe trouble? 


" 'Unionism is the -trouble,' answers 


the plutocratic chorus. 'Labor,' says 
an eastern paper, which is doubtless 
astonished at its own moderation, 'is 
literally crazy. It has become intolera- 
bly arrogant, tyrannical, reckless and 
aggressive, and its mad career must be 
checked at once.' 


"But what has unionism done? 
"Has it attempted to confiscate the 


property of the employing class? 


"Has it defied law and order and 


committed high crimes and misde- 
meanois' 


"Mistakes have been made, no doubt, 


but are they of so grave a character as 
to justify this talk about a crisis and a 
revolution? 


"Let us consider the indictment in 


detail. In many instances organized 
workmen have demanded an increase 
of wages. There i? assuredly nothing 
criminal or morally wrong in such de- 
mands. 


"The law allows such demands. Mo- 


rality has no objection to them, and 
political economy does not condemn 
them so long as they are within the 
limit of the ability of capital to meet 
Has the limit been passed? The ques- 
tion cannot be answered offhand or 
dogmatically 


"The employers' assertion that they 


cannot afford to pay more is not al- 
ways conclusive, for they are neither 
disinterested nor infallible. Besides, 
employers are often able to pay a wage 
after a strike they vociferously de- 
clared before the strike would be ruin- 
ous. What we know as facts bearing 
on the situation are these: That the 
country has been 'prosperous' beyond 
all precedents, that the price of every 
or nearly every commodity consumed 
by the workman has been steadily ris- 
ing, that 'the employers very rarely 
make voluntary advances' in wages 
and that, as a rule, the workman who 
does not demand an. increase never 
gets it 


"How many well meaning persons 


forget that the bigoted, obstinate, un- 
reasonable employer is responsible for 
more strikes than the much abused, 
'unreasonable' workman? The press 
does not remind them of this impor- 
tant truth, though it professes to be 
fair and impartial. 


Suppose that labor is not always the 


pink of propriety: that it may ask more 
than it expects to get it is still true 
that in the great majority of the cases 
labor is ready for compromise from the 
first moment It is anxious to meet the 
employer, to consider his objections, to 
discuss tbe issue, with him. There have 
been exceptional cases of Impractica- 


on the part of raw, immature, in- 


experienced unions, which we deplore 
and endeavor to remedy, but it is ridic- 
ulous to exaggerate the significance of 
these exceptions. 


Where is the law of nature ordaining 


ihat employers shall have all the com- 
forts and luxuries and the workmen 
:hc bare necessaries and not always 
even those? 


"What is 'too much? 
"What is the average rate of weekly | 


wages in the country under our 'bound- 
less prosperity?' 
'

"Let those who talk about the Insani- 


ty of union labor honestly consider 
whether he who gets ?10, §15 or even 
•20 a week really threatens the indus- 
trial and social order when he demands 


10 or 20 per cent increase or a reduc- 


:ion of hours that would enable him to 
ive and work to live instead of living 
to work and being a beast of burden. 


If we are so wonderfully prosperous 


•md progressive the workman is enti- 
tled to a fair share of our prosperity. 
Even when he demands more he is 
within his rights, and there is no sense 
or decency in denouncing him as a 
criminal or an enemy of society. 


"As to lawlessness, the truth Is, as 
ivery impartial man must recognize, 
hat there is less of it than ever before. 
Compare the worst of the present day 
strikes with those of the-seventies or 
nineties of the last century. The stron- 
ger the unions the more peaceable are 
be strikes which they as a last resort 
ire compelled to undertake.
